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KILLED HER LOVER. 


ISABELLA ANDRES ON TRIAL 
FOR HER IAE. 


The Story of Her Horrible Crime— 
She Followed Him in the Dark 
and Piunged a Knife into His 
Heart.

In Department No. 1 of the Superior 
Court. before udge Cheney, yesterday, the 
case of Isabella Andres, charged with the 
‘murder of Henry Needman at San Pedro 
some months ago, was on trial. At 
the time of the transaction a com 
siderable amount ef excitement was 
caused in consequence of the peculiar 
circumstances surrounding the case, a full 
account of which appeared at the time in 
the columns of Tur TjMEs. 

Isabella Andres at that time had a room 
in close proximity to one of tlie dance- 
houses on the water front at San Pedro, and 
in it she was in the habit of dancing each 
evening, and was presumably in the employ 
of the proprietor of the dancehouse. As the

During the time the Andres woman was 
employed in this manner, she was on terms 
of particular intimacy with Henry Need- 
man, who for a short time previous to his 
death tended bar in a saloon. Both in San 
Diego and in Los Angeles Needman and 
Isabella had lived together as man and 
wife, but it is alleged that Needman did not 

rove the most loving or devoted of hus- 

ands, and the disagreement that had ex- 
isted for some time reached a culminating 
point on the evening when the tragedy was 
eedman had been paying atten- 
tion to another girl, and upon the night in 
question Isabella saw him dancing with one 
of the other girls in the dance hall. Some 
words pa between them, and on Isabella 
leaving the hall he followed. What 
transpired between the two beyond the 
simple fact that Needman was cut so 
severely that he died, and that Isabella was 
the one who committed the deed is not 
known. 

Yesterday morning, on the case being 
called, the defendant, neatly attired ina 
dark green siik dress, and accompanied by 
her little boy, was seated in court. All the 
morning was occupied cin impaneling a

on the reassembling of court in the 
afternoon the case was proceeded with. 

The first witness put forward by the pros- 
ecution was 

THOMAS THOMPSON, ° 
who was one of those present when Need- 
man was brought into Brown’s dancehouse 
in a dying condition. He testified as fol- 
lows: I was up at the dancehouse looking 
on, and saw Henry in Gussie’s dancehouse 
taking a drink, and didn’t see him again 
until | saw him at Brown’s. The deceased 
was a man about 22 or 23 years of age. I 
saw the defendant that evening at Brown’s 
dancehouse. I know that the defendant 
and the deceased lived together for two or 
three years in Los Angeles and San Pedro. 
When | saw the deceased in Brown’s dance- 
house he was broughtin by some men,when 
pe appeared to be in a dying condition. He 

ived for abcut 10 minutes, and although 1 
was in his presence all the time he never 
uttered a word, but died close n 12 
o’clock. I saw the defendant that night in, 
her room behind Brown’s. dancehouse. 
When 1] saw her she was putting on her 
dress, and Hellman accompanied her to her 
room. I asked her to come into the dance- 
hall, and took hold of her wrist, upon which 
she said Don't hurt me Tommy, I know 
I've cut him.“ I know that several people 
in the crowd present attempted to kick her, 
but don’t know of any further violence. 
Mr. Hogan took her then and locked her up 
in the jail. 1 am not aware of any unpleas- 
antness between the defendant and de- 
ceased. After she was confined in jail I be- 
lieve her room was searched, but I didn’t 
take any in it. I don't know 
what she did for a living unless it was danc- 
ing. I went to her room to bring her into 

e saloon that she might face Needman be- 

ore he died, and see what she would say. 
On opening the clothing of Needman I saw 
that the wound was in the groin, and had 
the appearance of being done with a knife 
or dagger. 

Cross-examined: When I went to the de- 
fendant’s room 1 didn’t say Needman was 
dead, use he wasn’t dead, but 1 did say 
something to the effect that Henry was dy- 
ing.

THE FREEHOLDHERS. 


They Give a Few Keasons Why the 
Charter Should Be Voted For. 
Yesterday the Board of Freeholders pre- 
pared the following statement for public 
consideration: 


lo the Electors of the City 7. Los An- 
geles: Atthe requestof the City Council 
we submit some suggestions for your con- 
sideration as to the new charter, framed by 
your Board of Freehdlders, of which we 
were members, and which is submitted for 
your approval. 

The most important of the changes pro- 
posed by the new charter relate to the or- 
ganization of the city government, and the 
theory upon which it is to be conducted. 
After careful consideration of the subject, 
the buard determined that the only way to 
have the bugjness of the city properly at- 
tended to was to employ competent men to 
attend to it and pay them adequately for 
doing so, and so far as was right and prac- 
ticable to have the heads of departments ap- 
pointed and subjectto removal by the city 
government, thus insuring more direct re- 
— — This necessitated, naturally, 

o reduction in the numbers of the Coun- 
cilmen. The old system may work reason: 
ably well in a small town, but the universal 
experience of all large or peer cities, in- 

rely unsat- 
isfactory and inadequate, 

Ordinary business principles mus} be car- 

ed into municipal government, or the 
tailure will always be marked and disas- 
trous. In the scheme presented for your 
acceptance the rights of the people are di- 
rectly guarded by leaving to their election: 
ade Mayor, the chief executive of

The Police Judges, who administer 
the laws and enforce your ordinances, 
These are the peoples’ officers and serv- 
ants, responsible directly and only.to the 


e remaining officers and empioyés are 
more in the nature of bureau officers, who 
hold office at the will of the city govern- 
ment and are so under its control, and can 
be held to a closer responsibility. 

The new charter is a vast improvement 
upon the old in regard to methods of open- 
ing, improving atid grading the public 
streets. Its provisions on this point will, 
we confidently hope, be found to be more 
simple, expeditious, inexpensive, and in 
the main, more just than the cumbersome, 
uncertain and tedious provisions of the 
present charter in these respects. 

In this connection an objection has been 
urged to the provisions of section 169, thata 
street shall not de graded and improved 
after the grade has once been established. 
“without the consent of the majority of 
in each block fronting on 
said. streat without eompensating such 
owners for any damage which is occasioned 
thereby ;” and it is urged that this is unjust 
to the owners. The provision was in fact 
inserted at the instance of owners of prop- 
erty thus affected, and for the express pur- 
pose of protecting them, and it is difficult to 
see how that object could, with justice to 
the public interests, be more effectually pre- 
vided for. It is hardly possible that a case 
could occur in which the interests of the 
owners of 1 in any one block would 
be materially divergent, and such cases the

Incase the power should 
be improperly exercised, the Council can 
remove the board at pleasure. 

In conclusion, we would say that all of 
the objections urged since the publication 
of the charter, and many more, were pre- 
sented, urged and fully discussed by the 
freehuiders in committee and full session, 
and the result is a compromise.

SANTA FE PEOPLE IN SAN FRAN- 


— — 


Description of the New Route — 
Finest. Scenery in the World — 
Santa Fe Will Soon Have Their 
Own Road to the Bay City. 


For years past California has been at the 
mercy of a great railroad corporation, but 
from present appearances she is about to 
shake off the incubus. All the State has 
wanted was railroad competition so that the 
great concern of Kentucky could not fix 
freight and passenger rates by corrupting 
Legislatures and officers. The people of 
California have been held down by the 
Southern Paeine company, and probably 
would have been to the end of time had not 
the Santa Fé people. stepped in and given 
them competition, the only thing that could 
give relief under such circumstances. Last 
‘Tuesday the Santa Fé people ran their 
first through train from San Fran- 
cisco to the East.

The men struck for 10 hours as 
a day’s work, which was granted by the 
company. and the trouble was at an end. 
The regular night crews will now go to

‘There was no delay of passenger business 
and but little detention to freight, The 
strike was of but little importance and was 
merely the result of a misunderstanding as 
to orders. 
WHAT MR. PILLMORE SAYS. 
General Manager J. A. Fillmore, whe, is 


in the city, was seen by a Times reporter at 
the depot, just before he left in his private 
car for Santa Monica, and, when asked 
about the strike, said: “It was merely a 
misunderstanding of my instructions by

“Anything new inthe way of improve 
ments and entensions in this part of the 
country?“ asked the reporter. 
“Nothing icularly new, but we are 
ushing work on everything that has been 
naughrated or projected. The construc- 
tion of the new passenger depot is progress- 
ing nicely, and we will rush the work on 
our new shops across the river as fast as 
possible, so that we can clean out all the 
shops in the yards and get 
more room, which is badly needed for 
our large and constantly-growing business, 
These shops will be equipped with a plant 
similar to that at Sacramento, only not so 
large, and will have a capacity sufficient to 
do all the repairing on the main line and 
branches between El Paso and Sumner. 
The improvements at San Pedro are also 
making good progress. The new wharf, 
2000 feet long, on which there will be five 
tracks to deep water, is getting in sha 
antl we. are putting up an immense coa 
bunker, which is so arranged that cars can 
run beneath for loading, from which the 
coal will be unloaded from vessels, which 
will prove a great benefit for the coal trade, 
as it will greatly facilitate its handling.” 
“Any trouble about moving freight?“ 
“No. Our only trouble has been motive 
power, and we are supplying that as fast as 
possible. We have orders for 180 new 
engines placed with eastern manufacturers, 
besides what we are turning out from our 
own works, and during the past six weeks 
have received about 25 new engines. For 
the next two or three months we will get 


from 10 to 15 engines a mon and after 
that time from 15 to 20a month until the 
order is filled.“ 

“And about the extension.” 


„Well, we are pushing the Huron exten- 
sion to the coal mines, and also the Vaca- 
ville branch. We are also building the 
Fresno branch at the rate of about a mile a 
day. Thisis about all we are doing just 
now in the way of new lines, and I know 
of nothing else that would be of interest at 
present.”

Spiritualism. 


A special dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco in yesterday’s Times gives the in- 
formation that aspiritualistic medium 
had predicted the logs of the steamer

and it is suggested that the act of leav- 
ing the vessel’s deadlight open might 
have been the work of agents of spirit- 
ualism, to prove the words of the 
prophet true. 

This gossip, together with the Diss 
Debar and other similar frauds, which 
have filled many columns of the press 
for several weeks past, lead to a con- 
sideration of the remarkable advance 
which the peculiar and pernicious 
practice of spiritualism has made dur- 
ing the past decade. This remarkable 
delusion seems to have permeated 
évery class of society and to have found 
its dupes as readily among long headed 
men of busin as among long-haired 
cranks. Many otherwise shrewd and 
sensible men never think of undertak- 
ing an important business enterprise 
without first consulting a medium, by 
whose advice they are implicitly 
guided. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been thus thrown away, 
in wild and impossible mining ventures 
on this coast. 

One of the peculiarities of this cult 
is the apparent blindness of the dupes 
to the significance of exposures which 
would, one might imagine, be sufficient 
to convince the most credulous victim 
of the hypocrisy and falsehood of the 
whole system. Hundreds of times 
have spirits“ been seized at seances 
and discovered to be very substantial 
flesh and blood, yet the faith of the 
neophytes has not wavered. Conjurors 
have performed all the silly tricks 
which form the stock in trade of a me- 
dium—and have done them better than 
the spirits—yet the disciples of Hum- 
bug have refused to be convinced and 
have insisted that the prestidigateurs 
were apostate spiritualists! 

It is indeed remarkable that persons 
who cannot credit the miracles of Jesus, 
which had invariably a good and be- 
nevolent object, should placidly swal- 
low the theory of inspiration, when ap- 
plied te the silly.doings of alleged spir- 
its, who twang guitars and fling around 
bouquets in the dark, or indite letters, 
in which bad grammar. struggles with 
worse sense. If these indeed be spirits 
with whom these mediums profess to 
confer, then they are a most imbecile 
and uninteresting set who have degen- 


erated fearfully since they threw off 


the fleshly mantle. Who ever heard of 
one of these spirits throwing a starv- 
ing family a loaf of bread? Yet such 
an act should be no more difficult than 
to fling around a calla lily or an accor- 
deon. Can sensible people really be- 
lieve that disembodied spirits would 
putintheir time doing poorer third- 
class conjuring tricks in the dark than 
any good sleight-of-hand performer will 
do under the full glare of an electric 
light? 

These mediums are undoubtedly, one 
and all, arrant humbugs. The only 
wonder is that in this cold, material- 
istic age they should succeed in finding 
so many credulous fools to swell their 
coffers. They have no right to be 
classed among professors of religion, 
for they inculcate nothing that is cal- 
culated to make mankind better—they 
hold up no lamp to guide humanity on 
its way to the Great Beyond. They 
are simply mercenary frauds who occa- 
sionally figure in court as obtainers of 
money under false pretenses, and are 
liable, if the suspicion telegraphed 
from San Francisco is correct, to find 
themselves the objects of public wrath 
as well as contempt. 5

Meeting of the State Central 
| - Committee. 


Gen. W. H. Dimond Elected Chairman 
by Acclamation. 


Judge Fitzgerald Chosen Member of 
the Executive Committee, 


Boruck Disappears as Candidate for Secretary— 
The Formation of Republican Clubs Urged— 
What the Delegates Think of Sacramen- 
to's Boasted Hospitality. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, May 4.—[Special.] 
The Republican State Central Committee 
met today and elected a new chairman, 
secretary and executive committee, beside 
fixing the time for the convention to nom- 
inate Congressmen, Presidential Electors 
and a Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of California for the unexpired term. The 
meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Williams, who briefly stated its objects, and 
asked that nominations be made to fill the 
office from which he had resigned, after 
serving five years. 

Judge Advocate-General Henry I. 
Kowalsky nominated Gen. W. H. Dimond 
of San Francisco, and he was elected by ac- 
clamation. He read a vigorous address, ac- 
cepting the position with the firm belief 
that it was the duty of no man so to do 
unless bent on using all his energies for the 
benefit of the party. 

Ere proceeding to elect a secretary to fill 
the place of James R. Finlayson, who, be- 
ing engaged in business in Los Angeies, is 
unable to devote the necessary time to the 
duties of the office during the ensuing cam- 
paign, a discussion arose over the policy of 
allowing certain members to vote as proxies 
for others unable to be present. This was 
vigorously opposed by Rankin and Pond of 
San Francisco and Callaghan of Sacra- 
mentoand Barnes of Plumas, while Bart- 
lett of Alameda and Sheehan of San Frau- 
cisco maintained that if properly qualified 
proxies were as much allowable in meet- 
ings of the State Central Committee as in 
the State Convention. 

It was finally decided to allow members 
of such counties as were represented by 
more than one member in the committee to 
cast the vote of the absent member. 

It had been rumored that Marcus D. Bo- 
ruck was seeking the secretaryship of the 
committee to replace that in the American 
party which he so summarily resigned; also 
that P. B. Cornwall of San Francisco would 
contest for the place, but nothing was heard 
of these gentlemen when the nominations 
were made. 

E. G. Waite of Alameda, acting assistant 
secretary, a lifelong Republican and well- 
known journalist in this State and Wasb- 
ington, D. C., was nominated by Columbus 
Bartlett. 

J. D. Steppacher of San Francisco was 
nominated by Col. Jackson. 2 
The roll-call of counties resulted in a vote 
of 83 for Steppacher against 22 for Waite, 
the Los Angeles member voting for Step- 
pachér. The vote of San Francisco turned 
the scale in the latter’s favor, as with but 
one exception (Rankin) they voted for him 
solid, white the outside counties, jealous of 
’Frisco’s widening hold, voted generally for 
Waite. 

Next a discussion arose over a motion to 
appoint a subcommittee by the chairman to 
elect the Executive Committee of the State 
Central Committee. This brought out a 
broad hint from the Alameda members 
that, although San Francisco county might 
like to nominate representatives for them, 
they of Alameda knew their own choice 
best, and would like the privilege of de- 
claring it. git: 

A motion for each county to report its 


was then moved that the Executive Com- 
mittee be extended to include 25 members 
instead of 21, as heretofore, in order to al- 
low Alameda to add four names to her 
quota, Bartlett claiming that the county 
was entitled to this as giving the highest 
Republican majority in the State. This 
was rejected. 

After a recess of a few minutes, the sub- 
committee reported the names of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and from Los Angelas 
that of H. H. Boyce; but the general com- 
mittee, after discussion, substituted the 
name of Judge W. F. Fitzgerald for that of 
Boyce.

Boston, May 4.—A prominent real-estate 
dealer named Luke F. Holman was last 
evening arrested for conspiring to have his 
sister murdered. The intended victim, 
Miss Emiline Holman, resides in Worces- 
ter, and owns considerable property, and it 
was for the purpose of getting this into his 
hands that Holman conceivtd the plan. He 
made arrangements with two men to do the 
job, but they betrayed him to the police. 
He was arraigned this afternoon and placed 
under $25,000 bonds to answer. 

In an interview with Chief Inspector 
Lanscombe Holman said that he did not 
think he was doing anything that would 
render him liable to punishment. “I 
thought the blame would rest upon the man 
who did the job,” said he.

A CHURCH QUESTION. | 


Can Women Be Delegates to Metho- 
dist Conferences? 
New York, May 4.—[By the Associated 


Press.] Bishop Foss of Minneapolis pre- 


sided at today’s session of the Methodist 
Episcopal Conference. The orderof the 
day was the debate on the eligibility of 
women as lay delegates. The debate was 
opened by Dr. Leonard of the Cincinnati 
Conference. He began by saying that he 
had received a number of letters, warning 
him not to speak in favor of admitting 
women, Hewas a strong advocate for the 
admission of women, and closed by urging 
that if women were not to be recognized 
they should not be allowed to vote for the 
election of delegates. 

Rev. John Miley, president of the Drew 
Theological Seminary,spoke against the ad- 
mission of women. If the question were 
submitted toa vote of the women he be- 
lieved nine out of ten would vote against 
it. Rev. J. R. Day of the New York Con- 
ference also argued against the admission 
of women. He thought the question,before 
itis settled, should be submitted to a gen- 
eral vote of the church. Women, he said, 
lacked the necessary experience, and, if 
admitted, would weaken the force of the 


ation. 


en. Samuel H. Hurst, Dairy and Food 
Commissioner of Ohio, the first layman to 
gain the floor, defended the right of women 
to admission.

The New Charter. 


9 THE ELEGTUKS OF THE 


City of Los angeles.—At the request of 
the City Council we submit some suggestions 
for your consideration as to the new CU: arter 
framed b, your Board of Freeholders, of 
which ve were members, and which will be 
submitted for your approval at the election to 
be held next Monday. 1 


The 12 important of the changes pro- 
posed by the new Charter relate to the mrgan- 
ization of the city government, and the theory 
upon which it is to be conducted. Alter care- 
ful cov sideration of the subject the board de- 
termined that the only way to have the busi- 
ness of the city properiy attended to was to 
employ competent men to attend to it, and 
pay them adequately for doing so: and so far 
ag wae right and prac. cable to have the heads 
of departments appoint d and subject to re- 
moval by the city zovernment, thus iusurm 
maro direct responsibility. This neceasitat 
naturally, the reduction in the numbers 1 
the Councilmen. The old system may work 
reasonably weilina email town, but the uni- 
vereal experience of ail iarge or growing 
cities, inciuding our own, is thut it is entirely 
unsatisfactory and inadequste. 

Ordinary business principles must be car 
ried into municipal government, or the fail- 
ure will always be marked and disastrous’ In 
the scheme . resented for your acceptance the 
rights of the people are directly guarded by 
le. ving to their election: 
one he Mayor, the chief executive of the 
7. 

.) The Council the legislative branch of 
the government. 

(3.) Tne City Assessor, the Tax Collector and 
License Collector, who have charge of assess- 
ing aud collecting the taxes you pay. 

4.) Te Auditor, the watchdog ot the treas- 
ury, who, as well as the Mayor, has absolute 
power of vetoing any demand on the city 


treasury. 

(.) The City Treasurer responsible for your 
public funds. 

(6.) Tae City Clerk, who has charge of yotr 
archives and other city property. 

(7.) The City Attorney, the law officer and 
adviser of the government. 

(3.) The Police Judges, who administer the 
law and enforce 5 our ordinances. 

These are the people's officers and servants, 
1 directiv and ouly tothe people. 

eremaining officers and employees are 
more in the nature of bureau otfcers who 
hoid office at the will of the city government 
and are so under its control and can be held 
to a eloser responsibility. 
III. 

The new Charter isa vart im ment up- 
on the old in regard to methods of opening, 
improving and grading the public streets Its 
provisions on these points will, we confidently 
hope, be found to be more simple, expedi- 
tious, inexpensive, and in the main more just 

an the cumbersome, uncertain ous 
provisions of the present Charter in these 


respects. 
In this connection an objection has been 


“without theconsent o! the majority of peor 
erty-ownersin each block frouting on said 
street, without compensating such owners for 
any damage which is occasioned thereby;” 
and it is urged that this is unjust to the own- 
ers. This provision was, in fact, inserted at 
the instance of owners of property thus af- 
fected, aud for the express purpose of pre- 
tecting them, and it is difficult to see now that 
object could, with justice to the public inter- 
este be m: re effectualiy provided for. It is 
hardly poss ble that & case could occur in 
which ths iaterests of the owners of property 
in any one block would be materially diver- 
gent, and such cases the powers of the Coun- 
cil are ample to provide for.

As to the limit of taxation and indebtedness, 
much objection has been made io “the dollar 
— provided for in section 2, subdivi- 

on 10. 

One answer to this is that it has been found 
to work admirably in San Francisco in check- 
ing the extravagance and waste of the Coun- 
oll aud omoers. 

Again, tne Assessor and the Council, Es a 
board of equ ‘lization, have itin their power, 
by raising the valuation, to increase the tax. 
It is evident that some check should be put on 
the expenditures of the city. and mature de- 
libération.after consul. ation with citizens t 
fitted to judge, led to the adoption of the limit 
or $1 on each $100 The same reasons ed ‘othe 
adoption of the %2.000,.00 limit for the ordi- 
nar) bunded indebiedness of the city (see 
section 222); but special exception is made for 
reising on bonds all the money that may be 
necessary to provide the city with proper 
water works and sewerage systems. The cry- 
ing need for both of these improvements is so 
patent to you all that argument is unneces- 


IV. 

A great deal has been ma le out of the dis- 
crepancy between the provisions of sections 
6 and 116 of the Charter, the former providin 
that four members of the Board of Heal: 
shall be appointed by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Council, and the latter that they 
shali be appointed by the C.uncil. This inad- 
vertent di-cre;aacy, is of course to be regret- 
ted, but the mere statement of the case sug- 
gests the answer. (I.) As a legal 338 n 
the provisions ot the last section, being spec- 
ially devoted to the Board of Health, will con- 
trol. (2.) Inasmuch as the appointees must in 
either case be acceptable to the. Council, the
